ern gates of the city yesterday. 
They were headed for the Japan­ 
ese arm y field base at Gengtai, 
west of the city, in the zone where 
clashes between night-maneuvering 
Japanese and the 29th army last 
Wednesday precipitated the grave 
crisis between Japan and China. 
The reinforcements moved to the 
front in a fleet of motor trucks 
composed of transport units just 
arrived from Manchukuo and in all 
available vehicles 
that 
could 
be 
bought from Tientsin dealers. 
Fighting was halted this morn­ 
ing after an engagement near the 
Namyuan 
airdrome, 
eight 
miles 
south of Peiping, had lasted almost 
into the summer dawn. Once again 
the gates of the city were opened 
and rail service to Tientsin was re­ 
sumed. 
American travelers, including 150 
army and navy officers on China 
station and their families, fled the 
city on the first of three trains al­ 
lowed to leave for Tientsin this 
morning 


Evacuation Plan Rejected 


At Tokyo, the Japanese govern­ 
ment rejected immediately China's 
demand that Japan end the crisis! 
by evacuating her troops from the 
battle area west of Peiping and 
halting mass movements of rein­ 
forcements to the front. 
The rejection came while all the 
^forces of Japan were hi tng mobil­ 
ized as replacements for 
troops,

Japan unalterably opposed any for­ 
eign intervention to settle the in­ 
creasingly tense crisis.

relics, he illu strated hi* talk with 
num erous specim ens found in this 
section of the state. A score or 
mort arrow heads and other pieces 
were distributed as souvenirs. 
Rev. C am eron. who ha* lived in 
Lisbon 13 years, gathered the relics 
as a hobby, a m ajority of them 
having been found on farms, fields 
and along creeks throughout the 
county. 
Indlan-Day Relics 
They include a wide assortm ent 
of arrow head*, spear heads, flint 
knives, scrapers, celts, drills, ham­ 
mers. tom ahaw ks and pestles for 
grinding corn—all reminiscent of 
the days before the w hite m an s 
invasion. 
The implements, crude in 
th< 
light of modern-day utensil*, were 
chipped from flint, granite, sand­ 
stone and other forms of stone 
many years ago. The speaker ex­ 
plained a number of the pieces had 
become imperfect through use or 
age. although many were apparent­ 
ly as keen as the day they were 
made. 
Through geological study, Rev. 
Cameron disclosed a large part of 
the materials for the im p lem en t 
were obtained by the Indians at 
"flint ridge,” which extends for IO 
miles 
in 
the 
Zanesvllle-Newark 
area. Bayard flint also was popu­ 
lar with the Redmen of Ohio, he 
declared. 
Trail Through County 
‘One of the great Indian trails 
of early Ohio passed through Co­ 
lumbiana county, north of Lisbon, 
and continued to the Great Lakes," 
said Rev. Cameron in explaining 
the presence of so many relic# In 
this section. 
"There is hardly a place wilhiu 
a 12 or’ 16-mile radius of Lisbon 
that would not yield som e relic 
to a close observer,’* he added. He 
habitually makes tours throughout 
the 
surrounding 
countryside 
In 
quest of the old implement*. 
W illiamsport. 
Elkton and

Albany have yielded many pieces, 
while one field near Lisbon pro­

It was as a recent session of the 
French Academy of Sciences that

with more embarrassing and fateful consequences 
than those faced by President de Valera of the irish 
Free State 
In politics, it isnt enough just to win Reallv to 
win, th# margin of victory must be wide enough to 
convince the opposition that it has no hold on public 
favor and. therefore, should quit acting Ilk* an 
opposition. 
President de Valera, who uasn t even lucky enough 
to get a margin, must make the best of a very bad 
situation, described editorially In The Washington 
Post as follows: 
In th# new- Datl Etreann the Fianna Fail partv of 
President de Valera will possess exactly half the 
seats. Therefore it can govern only with the approval 
of the Labor or Independent groups 
now holding 
the balance between thp government and the strong 
opposition party headed by William T. Cosgrav#. 
Irish labor however, is strongly opposed to the new 
constitution, which w-ould greatly augment the presi­ 
dential power*. And the Independent* ar* almost 
equally critical of many of Mr. de Valera’s economic 
policies. 
It is unpleasant for President de Valera, but prob- 
ably desirable for Ireland that serious difficulties 
are rising for th# man whose name la so clocely 
associated with his country’s recent struggle for In.

chondriac” and an insane person. 
Someone had erroneously advised 
him that a hypochondriac is one 
who is a sufferer from what is 
really a genuine mental disease 


Of course, the answer to 
question is. definitely, ‘•No!” 
Let me explain to you exactly 
what a hypochondriac Is. so you 
may understand why I speak so 
emphatically. 
A hypochondriac is 
a person who is morbidly anxious 
about his health. Because of his 
fear, he is more or less depressed 
in mind. 
Mild Affliction 
The condition is given 
a 
big 
name. ‘ hypochondriasis.' 
because 
the hypochondrium. the term ap­ 
plied to the abdomen and especial­ 
ly to the region of the spleen, was 
supposed by the ancients to be 
the seat of this disorder. The un­ 
fortunate name makes it seem to 
he something terrible. Really it is 
a mild nervous affliction. 
It may be the result of a nerv­ 
ous breakdown, or it may follow 
a serious illness, but It is not a 
sign of or associated with insan­ 
ity. 
It is true that some families 
are great worries, 
and they ap­ 
pear to he prone to hypocbondri 
aals. as well as other nrevoua dis­ 
orders. 
As a rule, those who suffer in 
this 
way 
were 
very 
sensitive, 
restless and nervous during child­ 
hood. 
I 
stress this because, in 
most instances where the import­ 
ance of "nervousness” 
la recog­ 
nized in early life. much can be 
done to overcome the condition. To 
do so in childhood prevents a lot 
of trouble in adult life. 
Examination Wise 
It is well for the victim of hypo­ 
chondriasis to consult a compe­ 
tent physician 
He should have a 
thorough examination, including x- 
ray and other laboratory checkups. 
Every doubtful symptom should he 
thoroughly Investigated. Only af­ 
ter a clean hill of health has been 
given can 
a 
permanent cure he 
•expected 
Such disorders as anemia, con­ 
stipation. 
indigestion, 
colitis, in­ 
somnia and other annoying com­ 
plaints must not be neglected. Ade­ 
quate hours of rest and relaxation 
are important. The use of stimu­ 
lating drugs and especially alcohol 
and tobacco must be avoided. The 
diet 
should be simple and nutri­ 
tious 
Every effort must he made 
to get away from the indoor life 
With lack of fresh air and outdoor 
recreation.
